Pontotoc county has been visited with 
another tragedy. This time it 
wife m urder, followed by the 
band’s suicide. This Thursday morn­ 
ing, a t 9:15 o’clock, W, E. \ Eld en) 
Tigner, shot his wife to death at 
the home of her brother, Mn Mon 
Lanier, and an instant, late’*, blow 
out his own V»ins. 
Tigner was In town this morning 
attending to business, apparently in 
a calm fram e of mind. At 8 o ’clock, 
he called at the store of the Ada 
H ardware Co. and paid Mr. McKend- 
ree the amount of his account, being 
about three dollars; but he did re­ 
mark to Mr. McKendree. as be drew 
bis hand across his forehead, that 
he had a bad pain in his head. Some­ 
thing after 
8 o’clock, 
Mr. 
Henry 
Young, on whose place the tragedy 
occurred, saw Mr. Tigner at the Katy 
track going East toward his farm. 
Mr. Young relates that the next time 
he saw Tigner, which was not im 
hour later, was when in lay gasping 
in death, near tire dead body of ins 
wife, who had, but five m inutes be­ 
fore, breathed her last. Mr. Young 
was on his way home Through his 
farm and when, in about 150 yards 
of Mr. Mons Laneer's home, he heard 
three shots in rapid succession and 
apart a t about equal intervals. He 
ran headlong to the Lanier home and 
other than Mrs. Mons Lancer. 
who 
was the only grown per son a wit­ 
ness to the tragedy, is probably the 
best acquainted with the facts close­ 
ly connected with the horrible affair. 
Mr. Tigner was about thirty years 
and his wife 23 years of ag**. They 
had been married about four years. 
They had been separated about four 
weeks, since which time. Mrs. Tigner, 
with her three year old child, lived 
with her half blot her, Mons Lancer, 
on the Henry Young farm, adjoin­ 
ing the city of Ada. Since tim separa­ 
tion of the couple, it is said that 
Tigner visited his wife at intervals, 
and while his visits had not been in­ 
terfered with, that Mr. Lancer 
had 
advised his sister, to whom he was 
much dev s.rti, that, it was not right 
for her i^ o a n d to visit her when 
they were separated. 
When Tigner, with crazed mind or 
devilish intent, approached his wife, 
she was engaged in washing, under 
a pecan tree about thirty feet from 
the house. The first shot, being from 
a 38 calibre Colt revolver, evidently 
intended for her head, went through 
her throat at the back of the jaw; 
the second shot went in under the 
left shoulder toward the back. Mrs. 
Laneer, who. was bile only one, except 
tier little child, Thelma, and the* three 
year cid baby of the dead woman, 
who witnessed the tragedy, said that 
the poor woman, tvhen 
first 
shot, 
started toward her. but received an­ 


other shot before she had traveled 
any distance. When Tigner had shot 
his wife down, he immediately shot 
himself through the head 
and 
fell 
Within fifteen feet of his wife. Mrs 
Tigner died about five minutes be­ 
fore Tigner. 
Mr. Mons Laneer, middle aged CRI* 
is a i zen, half brother to the dead women, 
bus- is looked on as one of the best citi­ 
zens of the county. It is understood 
that he largely raised Mrs. Tigner 
and his home was her natural abode 
when trouble came with her husband 
Mr. Young states that he had noticed 
Mrs. Tigner, on yesterday, faithful-!J 
chopping cotton, and th at las* night 
at a little neighborly gathering at 
the home of Mr. 'Henderson, near by 
composed only of the families living 
on the Young farm, he had felt ini 
pressed with the quietness and lady 
like bearing of Mrs. 
Tigner. 
Mr 
Young when talking to a (News re­ 
porter, was naturally sympathetically 
affected, having just left the scene 
of the 
tr a g e d y twenty minute* ue- 
fore, in telling the facts relating to 
the horrible scene, remarked th at it 
was very pitiful to see the little three 
year old girl orphaned, only the mo­ 
ment before, laughing gayly in the 
face of her dead mother. 
The county attorney, R obin Wim- 
bish 
lier had been visiting his office from 
time to time, in connection with al­ 
leged trouble associated with tile sep­ 
aration from his wife, f t appears that 
Tigner 
was deeply jealous of his 
wife and had expressed the belief 
that some one. previously acquaint­ 
ed with his wife, was m aking in­ 
roads on his home,, But it i* asserted 
by Mr. Young that the woman con­ 
ducted 'herself above suspicion and 
bore a favorable reputation among 
her acquaintances. 


The Tigner family and connections 
are county pioneers, and have repu­ 
tation for good and peaceable char­ 
acter. Jno. iD. and Edgar Tigner are 
brothers, and J. T. Tigner, father of 
the dead man. Mr. J. A. W ooler, sub­ 
stantial and respected Bast Pont OU* 
county m erchant is a brother-in-law 
to the Tigner boys, having m arried 
Ada Tigner. Another brother-in-law is 
Tom Laughlin of Conway who mar­ 
ried. Mattie Tigner, and another is 
W. iP. Bethel, a foreman at the de­ 
ment plant, who married Nora Tig­ 
ner. The father, Squire Tigner lives 
at Moiler, where he owns a farm. 
At this time, thirty minutes after 
the tragedy, Judge Brown and of­ 
ficers are repairing to the scene Nf* 
purposes of inquests.

I don’t know 
what it was. *He kissed my daughter 
and said he was going to leave and 
she got through reading the letter 
and started to walk up to where they 
w€Te and he said as long as you 
stay hen* UH let you kee?> the baby.

She 
turned and went to her washing and 
nothing vmore was said. He then shot 
her.

It does not m at­ 
ter whether the particular form of 
commission government is identified 
with Galveston, Dallas, Des Moines 
or some other pioneer community; 
the important thing is that the city 
taking the step has departed from 
the old and cumbersome and costly 
method of doing things, and has found 
a way that Is simpler, more economi­

That none of the cities making the 
change thus far is able to say the 
last word about commission govern­ 
ment is a fact known to those who 
are giving the subject close atten­ 
tion. Variations of application are as 
numerous as the communities that 
have so far adopted this plan. Hence 
it is not at all surprising to learn 
-that Lockport, N. Y., in its desire to 
get away completely from -the old 
system, is about to take up one that, 
except, for its simplicity, bears little 
resemblance to any form of the com­ 
mission plan.

He 
is employed simp’y to look after the 
interests of the community; his re 
ward is his salary, assurance of em­ 
ployment, hope of advancement and 
tile satisfaction that

toiler has in his work. This look- 
like reducing civics to a cold bus­ 
iness proposition. On the other hand 
it should promote economy and ef­ 
ficiency; it should give the taxpay­ 
ers more for their money than they 
have ever received under the politi­ 
cal contract and ward spoils system:

tariff revision, and he criticized in 
detail 
Mr. 
Underwood’s 
statem ents 
that the country’s revenue was de­ 
clining and the treasury approaching 
a deficit. 
Mr. Payne will lead the opposition 
to the democratic bill, and probably 
will make the opening speech tomor­ 
row. No limit lias been set to the 
debate, and notwithstanding Mr. Un­ 
derwood’s hope th at it can be con­ 
cluded in a week, it is expected to 
last well into, if not through the sec­ 
ond week. 
Mr. Underwood declared the Amer­ 
ican Woolen company had dictated 
the action of the republican con­ 
gress on the wool tariff.

Vallejo, Cal.—In concluding a series 
of lectures on astronomy Prof. T. J. J. 
Bee, U. 8. N., astronomer in charge 
of Mare Island observatory, announced 
that the new theory of comets result­ 
ing from his long researches in cos­ 
mic evolution had been confirmed by 
the Investigations 
of 
Prof. 
A. 
O. 
Leuschner of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, and of Prof. Ellis 8tromgren 
of the Royal observatory at 
Copen­ 
hagen, Denmark. 
"At the time the tall of Hailey's 
comet came so near the earth In last 
May, said Professor See, "I was able 
to conclude that the comets as a class 
are surviving fragments of our old 
nebula, but some additional points re­ 
lating to a few comets remained to 
be cleared up. 
This has now been 
effected by Leuschner and Stromgren. 
who find, as I assumed last year, that 
all the comet orbits are elliptical, not 
one being really hyperbolic or para­ 
bolic, as generally believed since the 
days of Kepler. 
VV hat was so mysterious to Kepler 
and Newton was the high eccentricity 
and great length of the major axis of 
the orbit of the comets, and the pres­ 
ent solution of this difficulty thus defi­ 
nitely settles one of the great 
prob 
terns of the century. 
‘The comets are now proved to be 
survivals of the ancient nebula which 
formed our solar system, 
the 
frag 
ments coming to us chiefly from the 
outer spherical shell of this nebula, 
the inner portion having been eaten 
out and rendered vacant through the 
capture and absorption of nebulosity 
by the planet* 
"In fact, the planets 
have 
been 
built up out of the matter of comets 
which have been destroyed. Even our 
earth waa made up of matter once 
existing in our nebula In the form of 
comets. 
When, therefore, we see a 
comet In the future, It will have no 
terror for anyone, for we may say, 
tor the most part, It is mere dust, like 
the meteoric dust falling on the earth, 
and therefore harmless.”

Though the 
country palier such as usually found 
in towns of this size. has been well 
defined as “The lengthened shadow 
of one man.’' it remains true that the 
man behind the paper and the paper 
itself are two entirely different. The
